GENERAL ORDER AMENDING AND DELETING CERTAIN LOCAL RULES

It is hereby ORDERED thét the following amendments to the L ocal Rulesfor the Eastern Didtrict
of Texas, having been approved by the judges of this court, are adopted for immediate implementation:*

LOCAL RULE CV-7 Pleadings Allowed; Form of Motions

@ Generally. All motions, unless made during a hearing or trid, shdl be in writing and conform to

the requirementsof Loca Rules CV-5 and CV-10. Every motion shdl be signed by the atorney-
in-charge, or with his or her permisson. See Local Rule CV-11. Counsd for the movant must

indicate in the motion (1) that they have conferred with opposing counsd in a good faith attempt

to resolve the matter without court intervention, and (2) whether the motion is opposed or

unopposed. With each motion there shall also befiled and served aproposed order for thejudge's
sgnature. The order shal be a separate paper endorsed with the style and number of the cause.

@ Digpositive Motions. Digpositive motions and briefs shall not exceed thirty pages,
exduding attachments, unless leave of court isfirst obtained. Likewise, a party
opposing adispostive motionshdl limit the response to the motionto thirty pages,
exduding attachments, unless leave of court isfirst obtained. See Rule CV-56
regarding atachment to motions for summary judgment and responses thereto.
Any reply brief to an epped opposed dispositive mationfiled pursuant to section
(f) of thisrule shall not exceed ten pages, including authorities and attachments.
